but to bring out good all around 
recofds showing a broad knowl­ 
edge of corn culture. Low cost 
production was emphasized with 
the result that midwest state 
champions made their average 
yield of 74 bushels at a cost of 
13 l-3c. The western champions’ 
cost was 22£ cents, but their av­ 
erage yield was but 41 bushels.

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THE BEER ORDINANCE 
The city cou ncil Tu esday night did an abou t- 
face on the ordinance intended to regu late the 
hou rs for selling beer and wine in Ru shv iile. The 
proposed measu re did not pass first reading. 
Those engaged in the bu siness had reached 


a n agreement it was generally u nderstood, call­ 
ing for the closing of their bars from one to 
each morning. Withou t a dou bt the proprietors 
of these establishments, as well as the majority 
members of the cou ncil, had ex pected a brief 
ordinance to that effect. 
Instead, when the ordinance was presented, it 
was one of the tin-ty pe model ordinances passed 
at New Castle, Marion and sev eral other places, 
and which after passage in these cities was de­ 
clared to be inoperativ e and not enforceable. 
May or Allen acted in good faith in bringing 
the ordinance to the attention of the cou ncil, 
stating that the beer dealers themselv es had pro­ 
posed an agreement to observ e closing hou rs. He 
also stated that “for qu ite some time there has 
been a great amou nt of dissatisfaction regarding 
the local workings of the beer and wine laws. 
Many complaints hav e been receiv ed by certain 
members of the administration and my self be­ 
cau se of the abu ses in certain instances.” 
In analy zing the situ ation one might be led to 
the opinion that if complaints had been made 
that local enforcement officers had failed in their 
du ty . The state law is a lengthy docu ment and 
is complete with ru les which set ou t things that 
constitu te v iolations. 
The items stressed in the state law concerns 
dru nkenness, selling to persons who are intox i­ 
cated, selling to minors, general condu ct in es­ 
tablishments where sales are made and nu merou s 
other things. Any city ordinance that might be 
passed wou ld only be a du plication of the state 
law, ex cepting one which regu lates the hou rs of 
sale. 
If the situ ation is bad here, then the police, 
sheriff and other officers shou ld be serv ed with 
notice to check on conditions’, complaints state 
that there are dru nk people loitering in these es­ 
tablishments in the early morning hou rs, 


bartenders continu e to sell to those who are in­ 
tox icated, that minors sometimes slip by and 
sev eral other complaints. 
One v iolation of any section of the state law 
calls for the rev ocation of the license and by far 
this is more im portant than any ordinance which 
cou ld be passed. The only thing needed is strict 
enforcement and if the officers will begin carry ­ 
ing their jail key s with thepi and forget their 
au tomobile key s for a while, the bartenders will 
probably be more than glad to toe the mark. 
Those who frequ ent the places in the wee-small 
hou rs who show any signs of being intox icated 
shou ld be placed in jail and not permitted to 
wander ou t on the street and into some other 
establishment. 
May or Allen presented the ordinance to the 
cou ncil as he believ ed it shou ld be, bu t the cou n­ 
cil rejected it. If the dealers are intent u pon co­ 
operating they cou ld go ahead withou t any or­ 
dinance and make their own ru les and regu la­ 
tions and in this m anner win the admiration of 
all factions. 
The dealers also might help some if they wou ld 
toe the mark a little closer — clean their own 
hou se withou t being compelled to do so.
